To the Taxpayers of the Town of Rutland: 

During my term of office I have repaired and rebuilt seven culverts 
and cared for the several highways within the town as best I could with 
the money which I had at my command. 

The State Money, so called, has been expended on what is known as 
the “Woodstock Road” w'itli the approval of the State Road Com- 
missioner and the Selectmen of the town, extending the macadimized 
road from the city limits, easterly, about 950 feet. To do this I ex- 
pended $177.07 together with $31.73, which I obtained as a donation 
from individuals interested in permanent roads in that vicinity. The 
total cost of this permanent road was, therefore, $218.80. The donation 
obtained was made up as follows: — $15.00 in money, 8 teams and 3$ 
loads of gravel.

To the Citizens of the Town of Rutland: 

In givingmy third annual report, I am pleased to say, I think 
the school work the past year has been very successful. 

We have nine schools in town with an attendance of about 190 
pupils, and have employed twelve different teachers during the year. 
Miss Smith, Miss McCormick and Miss Manghan at Center Rutland, 
Miss Cloury in the Dyer district, Miss Morgan in Mill village and Miss 
Gorton in Hayti have been retained during the entire year. 

The remaining three schools have each retained the same 
teacher two terms. 

The interest manifested by both teacher and pupils and the 
marked progress made shows that the few changes has been for the 
good of the schools. I have watched with especial interest the work 
with the “beginners 1 ' and their progress is very creditable to the 
teachers who have labored faithfully with them.
